•The tlae and color of apples are 


•ot greatly Improved by merely re- 
moving the crossing branches, cutting 
out dead wood and removing at raiy 
dom a few falr-sl*ed limb*. These are 
only the preliminary steps. The de- 
tailed work of pruning then begins," 
say* the fruit *pecl*llst at the New 
Jewey State College of Agriculture. 
"Thin out. al*o, the thick clump* of 
small wood which develop at the ends . 
of the larger branches; for It I* hew I 
that an abundance of llglit and room j 
1* needed to promote rapid growth. < 
It Is here, too, that the largest amount, 
of fruit is generally borne. Where' 
portion* of ,the*e clump* are (haded j 
moit of the small green specimens j 
which lower the-quality average of 
the tree* are usually found.

small green apples draw heavily on 
the strength of the tree, lower the 
size of the other apples on the tree, 
and lessen the chances for the an-.
